Hendricks discloses a method for distributing text material in textual 
data form using an electronic signal and transmission medium, comprising:

b) transmitting (208) the electronic signal; 

c) receiving 212) and displaying (266) the electronic signal including library menus (pages 22-25); 

d) searching (pages 26-28) the textual dau.
